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as disturbing or endangering the public order, ieconomic life or harmony of working 
conditions". And the .death sentence, to quote paragraph 3 , point 6 of the decree: 
"shall be carried out on\ the spot by shooting'/. 

Increasing Norwegian ^resistance to both JGerman civil authorities and their quis- 
ling lackeys' is believed t\ have been one main factor in causing the Nazis to drop 
their mask of feigned cooperation and to tdfice over power formerly exercised by quis- 
lings and German civilians. It ids also l^fld that Terboven's decree came in consequence 
of direct instructions from Hitlor following a report by Terboven after a visit to 
Bergen along with high officers of\the Nazi secret service. 

Waves of Opposition Sweep Over Norway / 

Within the past few weeks Norwegian opposition has been fanned to an open flame 
by various actions of the Germans, xtkis, in western and southern coastal districts 
many people have been forced to lea's 4 tjheir homes on short notice, while fanners have 
been torn from their land and forbiAdenfco take with them but bare necessities. Many 
acres of Norway's best agriculture^ land Vave been cleared to make airdromes, while 
the entire population of two towns in souAem Norway, Klaeven and Melsomvik, has been 
cleared out to make. way for Gerrnap militarA fortifications . Hundreds of arrests have 
also been made in these sections jas a resultlof numerous clashes between patriots 
and the quislings. ft 

Earners are enraged by the jiact that their sorely -needed laborers have been 
drafted to work on military projects , while Norwegian workmen in many places are forced 
to work under orders of Ge rman posses. Railroad and telegraph employees in particular 
are now subjected to direct Geifoan orders. 1
